Current Situation: Initial attack and large fire activity moderated in the
West. Resource mobilization through NICC decreased yesterday with the
exception of some miscellaneous overhead orders. Several large fires are

meeting containment objectives.

Hurricane Marilyn Support:
A total of 139 overhead personnel have been activated in support of FEMA

operations in the Caribbean. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (O"Bannon) has
been assigned to St. Thomas. A Type 1l Incident Management Team (Kearney) has
been assigned to St. Croix, and another Type Il North Carolina State Team

(Hendricks) to San Juan. The task for these teams, as assigned by FEMA, is to
establish a network of vreceiving and distribution centers to manage the

distribution of people, supplies, food, water, etc. In addition, the Southern
Area NPS All Risk Management Team is in San Juan, Puerto Rico to assist in
damage assessment of all the National Parks in the Caribbean. Two Southern

Area Buying Teams have also been activated to assist these teams with
procurement.

Western Great Basin Large Fires:

Barber Complex, Winnemucca District, BLM. The complex consists of the Jupiter
Mine, Barber Canyon and Fortune Cookie fires. The complex is located seven
miles south of Winnemmuca.

Rock Creek, Winnemucca District, BLM. A Type 11 Incident Management Team
(Black) is assigned. The Rock Creek Ranch is currently threatened by the
fire. The Ffire is burning in creek bottoms in heavy stands of aspen. Extreme
fire behavior and poor access have hindered control efforts.

Buckskin Complex, Winnemucca District BLM. The complex consists of the
Buckskin and the Pole fires. Current threats are to wildlife and threatened
and endangered species habitat.

Thacker Complex, Winnemucca District, BLM. This complex consists of the
Thacker and Kings River Valley fires. Steep terrain 1is posing concerns for
personnel safety.

OUTLOOK: A strong cold front will drop south across Montana and eastern

Wyoming. Areas of rain and gusty north winds will spread south during the day,
dropping snow levels to 4500-5000 feet 1in northern Montana. Scattered
thunderstorms are forecast for eastern Utah, northeast Arizona and Wyoming.
Cold temperatures will plunge south into Montana where highs will reach only to
the upper 40"s in the northern portion. Hot weather will prevail from the
northern California valleys to the desert Southwest, where highs will range
from the mid 90"s to 108 degrees. High temperatures across the Great Basin
should reach into 70"s and 80°"s. High pressure will bring partly sunny, cool
and dry weather to the northeastern states with highs reaching the mid 70"s.
Fire activity 1is expected to moderate in the West. Support for the Teams
assigned to Hurricane Marilyn is expected to continue.
